WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


tactic is bomb, bomb, bomb — 
and U.S. planes are doing it 
over North and South Vietnam 
at the incredible rate of more 
than 3,000 pounds a minute 
around the clock. 


In March, as the administra- 


tion quickened its drumbeat of 
explosive 
persuasion 
against 


Communist targets in the two 
countries, American planes un- 
leashed 77,000 tons of bombs — 
a one- month record for the 
war. 


This total is just short of the 


80,000 tons dropped in Europe 
during the average month of the 
peak year of bombing in World 
War II. 


With the recent intensification 


of raids over the North and the 
widening of the approved target 
list, the April tonnage seems 
likely to exceed the World War 
U rate. 


Secretary of Defense Robert 


S. McNamara often points to the 
bomb tonnages to show that the 
magnitude of air operations in 
Southeast Asia "is just unbe- 
lievable. . .fantastic in size 
against any previous 
stand- 


ards." 


The 77,000 tons in March com- 


pares with 29,000 tons per month 
spilled against the Japanese at 
the height of World War D oper- 
ations in the Pacific, and with 
17,000 tons a month dropped 
during the Korean War. 


The bulk of the effort is di- 


rected at North Vietnam, al- 
though airpower is used on an 
unprecedented scale to support 
ground operations in the South. 


In various configurations and 


sizes — from 250 pounds to one- 
tonners, plain impact types to 
delayed fuses — bombs are hit- 
ting virtually anything directly 


i or 
indirectly associated with 


Communist operations in South 
Vietnam. 


This includes roads, high- 


ways, bridges, railroads, trucks, 
boats, barges, fuel tanks — and 
most 
recently 
major 
power 


plants and MIG fields in North 
Vietnam. 


Destruction is not the only 


reason for the bombing. 


Although no administration 


official has ever stated publicly 
that U.S. planes are being used 
to terrorize North Vietnam, Air 
Force Secretary Harold Brown 
said pointedly in a major policy 
speech last December; 


"All of these targets are hos- 


tages to U.S. airpower wnlcb 
operates over North Vietnam 
every day. That power can be 
increased to a much higher lev* 
el if it is concluded, on balance, 
that this will contribute to the 
attainment of our objectives. 


"It is also a constant and 


visible reminder to tbe people 
of North Vietnam that tbeir 
leaders cannot avoid tbe cost of 
aggression."

men say the chief consideration 
in the selection of targets is the 
question of now many civilians 
might be killed.

THE DOCTOR SAYS 


Fever Blisters, Canker 
Sores Are Quite Common

If you are confused about 


fever blisters and cankers 
sores, don't feel badly. We 
doctors are confused about 
them too. It is now agreed 
that the fever blisters and 
cold sores that may occur at 
the border of the lips and the 
nostrils are caused by the 
herpes simplex virus. Some 
doctors believe that similar 
lesions occurring on the muc- 
ous surface of the mouth, 
tongue 
and gums 
(canker 
sores or aphthous stomatitis) 
are caused by the same virus, 
and others believe that the 
cause of canker sores is still 
unknown. Allergy, 
long 


thought to be a causative fac- 
tor, appears to have been 
ruled out. 


Both diseases are very com- 


mon. The sores last eight to 
12 days and tend to recur 
with 
dismaying 
frequency. 
These recurrences are ' often' 
associated with fatigue from 
late hours or worry, fever, 
menstruation and exposure to 
wind or sunlight. 


When, as in the case of 


fever blisters, a dozen or 
more remedies are recom- 
mended the chances are that 
none of them are wholly re- 
liable. Drying the cold sore 
with alcohol, spirits of cam- 
phor or tincture of benzoin 
promotes healing whereas the 
use of salves appears to have 
the opposite effect. A series 
of vaccinations with smallpox 
vaccine at weekly internals 
sometimes helps. 


A new drug, idoxuridine 


(Dendrid, Herplex or Stoxil), 
has given good results but 
only when used 
properly. 


With the first intimation that 
a new sore is forming a 0.1 
per cent solution should be 
applied 
locally 
every 
five 


minutes for the first hour, 
then every hour for 12 hours. 
After that it should be ap- 
plied every two hours ex- 
cept when sleeping, for four 
days. 


In the treatment of canker 


sores, also, many agents have 
been tried. AU have their ar- 
dent advocates but none are 
entirely s a t i s f a c t o r y . Old 
standbys include hydrocorti- 
sone, Thantis lozenges, alum, 
gentian 
violet, tincture of

Will Get Some 
U.S. Items 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Some 


U.S. commodities will continue 
to find their way to the Viet 
Cong through normal market 
channels, assistant AID admin- 
istrator Rutherford M. Poates 
told Congress today. 


The second-ranking official of 


the 
Agency for International 


Development — AID — said 
there is no way to prevent such 
diversions "in a war of no fronts 
and with extensive infestation of 
Viet Cong in nearly every town 
and province." 


His statement was prepared 


for the opening of hearings on 
aid to Vietnam held by the Sen- 
ate permanent subcommittee on 
investigations. Poates said AID

Poates has been under fire 


from Sen. Birch Bayh, D-Ind., 
for inefficient management of 
the AID program to Vietnam. 
Bayh opposed Senate approval 
of President Johnson's nomina- 
tion of Poates to be deputy ad- 
ministrator of the U.S. world- 
wide AID programs.

Russian Calls 
for End to 
Vietnam War

KARLOVY VARY, Czechoslo- 


vakia (AP) - Communist lead- 
er Leonid I. Brezhnev renewed 
the Soviet campaign for U.S. 
withdrawal from Europe Mon- 
day night and called on Euro- 
pean nations to demand with- 
drawal of the U.S. 6th Fleet 
from the Mediterranean.

Coppolino 
Defense Uses 
Wife's Letter

NAPLES, 
Fla. (AP) - 


Twelve days after the death of 
his wife, Dr. Carl Coppolino, 
now accused of her murder, 
wrote a friend in New Jersey: 
"I'm bitter, confused and frank- 
ly frightened. I've been trying 
to forget." 


The letter became a defense 


exhibit Tuesday in the doctor's 
trial on a charge of killing his 
wife, Carmela, with an Injection 
of the paralyzing drug succinyl- 
choline, on Aug. 28, 1965. 


"The children ask when will I 


get a new mommie," it went on. 
"The only solution is to marry 
again and as soon as possible. 
(They) need love, affection and 
home life."

no, 34, an anesthesiologist, of 
murdering his wife to collect 
$65,000 worth of insurance on 
her life and to wed the current 
Mrs. 
Coppolino, the former 


Mary Gibson, a wealthy divor- 
cee. 


They were married Oct. 7, 


1965. 


The defense opened its side of 


the case — which claims no 
murder was committed — with 
testimony that the state's evi- 
dence did not reveal a cause of 
death. 


Dr. Richard Ford, chief medi- 


cal examiner of Boston, said he 
had read the autopsy report and 
testimony of the state's medical 
experts and they contained no 
basis for concluding a cause of 
death. 


In his examination of tissue

showed the site of an injection, 
Ford said he found "nothing 
identifiable as a needle punc- 
ture." 


In a booming, steady voice, 


Ford also discounted the testi- 
mony of a key state witness, Dr. 
Bert LaDu, professor of phar- 
macology at New York Univer- 
sity. LaDu said he had analyzed 
tissue surround the alleged nee- 
dle track and found traces of 
the drug. 


"I disregard that testimony," 


said Ford. "He used a method 
specifically designed for this 
case and never before applied to 
this purpose. I wouldn't put a 
man's life at stake on it."

that Coppolino was in financial 
trouble and killed out of greed, 
the defense called a Sarasota 
attorney, Johnson Savary, to 
testify that a $25,000 trust fund 
was set up for Coppolino's two 
children in April 1966. 


Savary said the trust was 


created with $25,000 life insur- 
ance on Carmela which the car- 
rier had refused to pay. Coppoli- 
no signed over his interest in 
the policy to daughters Monica, 
9, and Lisa, 4. 


Savary said under cross»ex» 


a initiation that since he no long- 
er had an interest in the pro- 
ceeds, Coppolino could not be 
called upon to testify under oath 
in a suit for collection he had 
filed.

Percy Could 
Carry the 
GOP Banner 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen. 


Charles H. Percy of Illinois Is 
emerging among Republicans 
as a man who could carry the 
credentials of a Vietnam peace 
campaigner into a race for the 
White House. 


Percy heavily underscored In 


recent days his differences with 
President Johnson's war policy 
and; by implication, with Re- 
publicans who endorse that poll- 
cy—including other GOP lead- 
ers now considered prospects 
for the presidential nomination. 


He has called for a stepped-up 


peace effort, emphasizing Asian 
Initiative, for an end to military 
escalation, and for greater re- 
straint In American bombing of 
North Vietnam. 


At the annual meeting Mon- 


day of The Associated Press, he 
registered a "strong dissent" 
over U.S. bombing of airfields 
In the Communist North. 


Percy has not advocated mill- 


Jary withdrawal, nor has he 
'suggested a U.S. halt in bomb- 
ing of North Vietnam without 
some peace move by the Com- 
munists. 


At the same time, Percy has 


carved a leading GOP role on i 
major domestic issue looming 
for 1968: the critical problems 
facing American cities. 


He won unanimous sponsor- 


ship of his 35 Republican Senate 
colleagues for his bill to pro- 
mote home hownership as a 
step toward improving life in 
the slums, 


Vietnam and urban turmoil 


could be the two key Issues in 
tne next presidential campaign. 
Percy has said repeatedly ho is 
not a candidate, but has not 
flatly ruled himself out of that 
campaign. 


"I cannot foresee any circum- 


stances under which I would be 
compelled to be a candidate/1 
be said Sunday, 
For three days now, Percy 
has been elaborating his Viet, 
nam position, The process bet 
gan Saturday with a call for 
redoubled peace efforts. 


"The only rational policy is to 


pursue peace with at least as 
much vigor and invention as we 
now pursue war/1 Percy said,
